Alleges Improper Relations of 
Wife with Doctor in Los Angeles, 
an Affair in Paris, and Attempt 
to Poison Him Which Took Place 
in Chicago Home.

CHICAGO BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, May 23.—More sensational 
evidence was introduced today by 
attorneys for Prof. W. L. Tower in 
the hearing of Mrs. Lucia K. Tower's 
suit for separate maintenance being 
tried before Judge Foell. 

Prof. Tower's deposition, taken at 
Tucson, Aris, two months ago, 
opens with the filing: of his suit for 
divorcee, later stopped by an injunc- 
tion obtained from Judge Foell by 
Mrs. Tower. 

“Our family life was merely an 
armistice,” states the deposition, 
and then relates in detail alleged 
improper relations between Mrs. 
Tower and Dr. James Martin in Los 
Angeles in 1909 and again at Dr. 
Martin's Ann Arbor eountry home. 
Prof. Tower swore he caused Dr. 
Martin to leave the country after 
forcing a confession from him. 

“In January, 1914, I found my 
wife in the rooms of another man 
in Paris.“ charges the professor. 
She developed an unusual interest 
in poisons .and tried to kill me in 
our University-avenue home in No- 
vember, 1915, by turning on the gas 
in my bedroom.” 

When thie was read in the court- 
room Mrs. Tower rose from her 
seat and left the room for the first 
time since the hearing started a 
week ago. Prof. Tower further 
charges that she threatened to shoot 


him if he opposed her suit for sepa- 


rate maintenance, claiming that his 
wife sald: 

“T can do this and get away with 
it, for no Chicago fury would con- 
vict a woman.” 

The charges set forth that in Chi- 
cago she turned on the gas when he 
was supposedly asleep and that in 
1916 he saw her put a powder which 
proved to be lead 88 into his 
dessert.

Tower's boudoir and romantic epi- 
sodes at Carmel-by-the-Sea. Cal.

Government Acts to Prevent 
Shortage on Farms. 


Aliens Barred by Literacy 
Test Ordered Let In. 


Southwestern States will Bene- 
fit by Action.

WASHINGTON, May 23.—With 
the view to provide against a prob- 
able shortage in farm labor, Secre- 
tary of Labor Wilson today issued 
orders for the admission to the 
United States of aliens from Mexico 
otherwise barred by the literacy test 
or the contract labor clause of the 
immigration law. 

Anthony Caminett!, Commission- 
er-General of Immigration, an- 
nnounced the order today, explain- 
ihg that it was to relieve conditions 
in the Southwestern States, where 
farmers have been accustomed to 
Import seasonal labor from Mexico. 
It will affect New Mexico, Arizona, 
Texas and California. 

In a letter to officiale of the de- 
partment charged with the enforce- 
ment of the immigration laws, Sec- 
retary Wilson gave notice that it 
had been decided to exempt agricul- 
tural laborers from Mexico tem- 
porarily from the literacy and con- 
tract labor proviso of the 1917 im- 
migration laws. He added: 

“Aliens admitted under the pro- 
visions hereof are allowed to enter 
temporarily upon the understanding 
that they will engage in no other 
than agricultural labor: and ‘any 
who fail to accept or after accept- 
ance abandon employment of that 
kind and engage in the perform- 
ance of labor in connection with 
other industries shall de promptly 
arrested and deported to the coun- 
try whence they came. 

“In cases arising under this cir- 
cular the aliens involved shall be 
admitted witneut the payment of 
head tax.”

Temperature is Lowest on 
Record in Years.

PLAN ERECTION OF 
NEW ARMY CITIES.

WASHINGTON, May 23.—A group 
of civilian experts has been as- 
sembled by the National Defense 
Council to ald the army in virtually 
building more than thirty-two cities 
in various parts of the country with- 
in the next two or three month to 
house the National Guard and selec- 
tive army divisions. 

Fach cantonment will have 4 
population close to 30,000 men and 
7000 animals and in addition to sub- 
stantial quarters for the troops 
there must be lighting, sewer and 
water facilities, roads and railway 
connections.

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WAR PROHIBITION. 


BY PROF. ROCKWELL DOD. HUNT. 

Conservation of food supply has 
suddenly become the paramount !s- 
sue in the United States. Frugality, 
thrift, economy in the home and 
everywhere have ceased to be mere. 
optional personal virtues and have 
come to be tests of patriotism and 
loyalty to the government. So vital 
has become the issue that the Prest- 
dent of the United States has named 
a Food Administrator with practical- 
ly dictatorial powers. 

Conservation of food supply means 
to produce more and better food for 
consumption—bdut it also means 
stopping the leaks. 

One of the biggest leaks has been 
and is the misappropriation of huge 
quantities of grain to the manufac- 
ture of drink that diminishes man- 
power—dnd man-power is the su- 
preme need of the hour. .- 

The demand is for prohibition 
during war. “This is no sentimen- 
tal demand—not religious, nor even 
moral,” says Dr. Allen Rogers of the 
American Chemical Society; “it Is 
the demand of the nation’s chemists, 
based upon scientific analysis.” 

War prohibition is distinct from 
other forms of prohibition in that it 
is a purely economic movement; it 
will stop a big and absurd leak, 
while at the same time it will in- 
dubitably enhance human efficiency. 
If the great American contest for a 
better humanity means universal 
service, if the call is for the con- 
secration of all there is of all the 
people, then some of the people must 
not be permitted to defeat that high 
and noble purpose by manufacturing 
and dispensing the drink that un- 
dermines economy and defeats effi- 
elency. 

Note carefully one or two clear 
implications of this important truth. 
The liquor interests have been wont 
te boast of the number of persons 
engaged in the liquor business as a 
criterion of its economic strength. 


| In the 1914 Year Book of the United 


States Brewers’ Association, page 
262, we read: “Thus one may reck- 
on on a total of considerably over 
a million who are dependent for 
wages upon the manufacture and 
sale of liquor. If their dependents 
are considered, a grand total of 
about 4,000,000 persons is involved.” 

Just now the brewers of the Unit- 
ed States are spending money with 
lavish hand for full-page advertise- 

ents in certain newspapers and 

er forms of publicity—and what 
for? Seeing the handwriting on the 
walls of otr national councils, they 


are despgrately trying to convince . 


the public that the amount of grain 
used in the production of beer is, 
after all, so very slight as to be a 
negligible quantity. In a formal 
statement to the Senate Committee 
on Agriculture, which has been giv- 
en wide circulation, they declare: 
“The brewers of the United States 
stand ready to co-operate to the full- 
est extent possible In any way that 
the President desires.” 

Turn now to the 1912 Year Book 


} of the United States Brewers’ Asso- 


ciation, page 132, and read: “As 
shown by the census, the cost of 
the materials used in the manufac- 
ture of beer amounts to more than 
$100,000,000 a year. By far the 
greater part of thie huge sum is 
paid for barley, hops, corn and rice. 
» « « By far the largest part of 
the bariey crop is consumed in the 
manufacture of beer and ale, and 
the value of this crop of the last 
census ie more than $92,000,000!” 
(Heavy type mine.) Presto, chango! 
How circumstances do alter cases! 

There is no sound reason in eco- 
nomics why a single bushel of grain 
should, during the great war, be di- 
verted from the food supply of man 
and beast to the manufacture of al- 
coholic drink. In the words of en- 
other, “There is no economic argu- 
ment on the liquor side of any wet 
and dry issue which will stand exam- 
ination.” 

The liquor traffic must be interned 
during the war! Such ts the ver- 
dict of the nation’s greatest men. 
These arguments for war prohibition 
are incontrovertible: (1) it will 
conserve the food supply; (2) it will 
increase the fighting efficiency of 
our men in whatever capacity they 
serve; (3) it will result in great 
reduction of venereal] and other con- 
tagious diseases that are most dis- 
abling among soldiers and sailors. 

A memorial for national prohibi- 
tion, subscribed to by a thousand 
prominent citizens in all walks of 
life, has been presented to Congress. 
In this it is stated: “The under- 
signed believe the time has come for 
the Federal government to take 
steps looking to the prohibition in 
the United States of the manufac- 
ture, sale, import, export and trans- 
port of alcoholic liquors (with the 
understood exceptions for medical, 
sacramental and industrial pur 
poses.) In this connection John D. 
Rockefeller, Jr., writes: “Can con- 
ceive of no more important and far- 
reaching step toward national de 
tense. Proposition has my unqualli- 
fled indorsement.” Frank A. Van- 
derlip of New York is equally em- 
phatic: “I strongly favor complete 
national prohibition. I believe we 
are facing a serious test of national 
character and efficiency and am 
firmly convinced that a national pro- 
hibitfon measure would be of tran- 
scendant importance in its effect 
upon the national spirit in conserv- 
ing and increasing our food supply 


and in raising the efficiency of the 


nation.”

GLENDALE, May 24.—With sim- 
ple but impressive ceremonies, the 
funeral of William Morton Good- 
ridge, inventor, scholar and muss- 
clan, was held yesterday afternoon 
at 3:30 o'clock at the Los Angeles 
Crematory.

T. Banke Post of Tropico and Gien- 
Gale had charge, and the service 
was read by Dr. E. H. Willisford of 
the Congregational Church. Mr. 
Goodridge was $1 years old. 

Borh in Boston, he early felt the 
New England spirit of progress, and 
began to work on inventions. He 
was an associate of the late Prof. 
Elisha Gray, and the two perfected 
what they claimed was the first tele- 
Phone. They said the first instru- 
ment to be put in use anywhere in 
America was installed in the Good- 
ridge home in Chicago. do sure 
were the partners of the priority of 
their claim over Bells that they 
carried a sult to the highest court of 
the United States, and fallt in 
that, took out patent rights in Eng- 
land and fought a losing fight in 
the courts of Great Britain. Though 
foiled in proving that they invented 
the first telephone, the two wen 
made many of the improvements 


ment today. Some of Mr. Good- 
ridge’s inventions were exhibited at 
the World’s Fair in Chicago. While 
in England he met the great Tyn- 
éall, natural philosopher and scien- 
tist, who continued the friendship 
when he made a visit to America. 
The inventor was also associated 
with Alvin Clark, who made the 
wonderful lens for the big telescope 
in the Lick Observatory. 

During the Civil War he volun- 
teered with the Forty-fifth Massa- 
chusetts Infantry, and was assigned 
to duty as a first Neutenant. He 
received a wound in one engage- 
ment and carried the bullet to his 


day. 

While in Tilinois he was past com- 
mander of the John A. Logan Post 
of Evanston, and while in Glendale 
was affiliated with the Robert T. 
Banks Post. He leaves a widow, 
who lives in Glendale; a daughter. 
Mrs. C. H. Whipple, Ir.; a grand- 
son, James G. Gould of Los Angeles. 
and three sisters in Boston. The

Pherson cut to 8 cents and the next 
day Ehlien & Grote sliced to 8 cents. 
The war was on, and bombs were 
bursting. Today both grocers are 
selling bread at 6 cents. County 
Sealer McPhee weighed some of the 
loaves and stated that they con- 
tained the full twenty-eight ounces 
required by ordinance.

Power companies. 

In order to further aid the fight 
of these companies against their 
competitor, the city agrees to assist 
them by paying an enormous rate for 
power they supply to Los Angeles 
residents and to pay them so much

The Edison and the 
Pacific Light and Power concerns 
are the only entities involved who 
are guaranteed against loss. ;
